Continuation of 10. Other: Applicant argues: "Soltis neither describes nor suggests 'reading a formal 

description of the file system by said client from said disc storage device, wherein said client can determine file information from the formal 
description of the file system.'" 

Applicant's further argues: "Soltis neither describes nor suggests 'acquiring a description of a file system associated with a storage 
resource from the storage resource.'" 

Examiner disagrees with applicant. Soltis discloses reading a dinode stored on the storage device when accessing files stored on the 
device (col. 12, lines 40-50). A client accessing a file must either read disk information from a superblock, storing attribute information, 
metadata, and block information (col. 11, lines 35-65), or a dinode that stores pointer information for the file location (col. 12, lines 40-50). 
Examiner maintains that the superblocks and dinode are equivalent to the claimed formal description of the file system because they are 
stored on the disk and a client must read them, before accesing a file, to determine where the file is and how to access it. (cols. 11-12). 
Therefore, the claimed invention is unpatentable. 
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
